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On 10/21/2021, at approximately 1200 hours, | responded to Cantawell-Sacred Heart of Mary High School 
(329 North Garfield Avenue, Montebello, CA 90640), to assist with a deputy involved shooting 
investigation. The above location was being utilized as a general command post during this investigation.

Deputy Gonzalez informed me he had 
been involved in a surveillance operation in that area on the morning of 10/21/2021. 


During this surveillance operation, an unknown male adult produced a firearm, discharging several 
rounds. A deputy involved shooting occurred near the intersection of Saybrook Avenue/East Allston 
Street, in an unincorporated area of Los Angeles.

The purpose of this supplemental report is to provide additional/active information 
regarding my assistance in the investigation of a deputy involved shooting, documented 
under LASD file number 021-14110-0287-051. 


On 10/21/2021, at approximately 1200 hours, I responded to Cantawell-Sacred Heart of Mary 
High School (329 North Garfield Avenue, Montebello, CA 90640), to assist with a deputy 
involved shooting investigation. The above location was being utilized as a general 
command post during this investigation. 


I obtained general information regarding this incident from the command post staff, 
including the location of the deputy involved shooting (Saybrook Avenue/East Allston 
Street, Unincorporated Los Angeles). 


I responded to the area of Whittier Boulevard/Westside Drive, Unincorporated Los Angeles, 
where I contacted LASD Narcotics Deputy Christopher Gonzalez (B. Deputy Gonzalez 
provided me with a synopsis of his observations and actions related to this incident. 


Deputy Gonzalez stated on the morning of 10/21/2021, he was involved in a plain clothes 
surveillance operation, which was related to the service of a search warrant in the area of 
Whittier Boulevard/Westside Drive, in an unincorporated area of Los Angeles. For further 
information related to the service of this search warrant, see SH-AD 49 incident report 
written under LASD file number 921-01044-3680-188. 


During this surveillance operation, he was parked in an unmarked, LASD surveillance 
vehicle, in a shopping center along the north side of Whittier Boulevard, immediately west 
of Westside Drive. His vehicle was facing south, and he was the sole occupant of this 
vehicle. 


During the course of his surveillance, he watched as two LASD Narcotics Detectives (v/a 
` RO cc v «© Im. ito were dressed in plain clothes, walked east from 
Westside Drive, along the south sidewalk of Whittier Boulevard. He maintained visual 
surveillance of vÆ and vB until they turned southbound onto Saybrook Avenue, 
at which time he lost visual observation of the two detectives.

Deputy Gonzalez told me all of his observations to this point had directly coincided with 
the overall plan for the execution of this surveillance operation, as was discussed during 
the briefing, prior to the beginning of this surveillance operation. 


Within a matter of seconds after Deputy Gonzalez lost visual observation of vii ani v/ 

he received a telephone call from VAM on his Lasp issued cellular phone. v/ 
tated he and vÆ were Hit up” by two apparent gang members. Deputy Gonzalez 
recognized this as meaning gang members were challenging them to some sort of physical 
confrontation. Utilizing the radio communication channel which had been designated and 
reserved for this surveillance operation, Deputy Gonzalez immediately broadcast this 
relayed information to uniformed LASD personnel, who were assisting with the planned 
surveillance operation. Deputy Gonzalez knew from the initial briefing that these 
uniformed patrol personnel were driving black and white patrol vehicles, which were marked 
with Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department insignia. He requested these patrol units 
respond to the area where he had last seen vÆ and vB co provide any assistance 
needed. 


vÆ vu was still maintaining communication with Deputy Gonzalez via cellular phone, 
then said “417”. 417 being the LASD radio code for firearm, Deputy Gonzalez understood 
this to mean one or more of the apparent gang members was in possession of a firearm. 
Within seconds of this communication, V/Ortiz said “245 ona deputy”. 245 being the LASD 
radio code for assault with a deadly weapon, Deputy Gonzalez understood this communication 
to mean the apparent gang members had assaulted the detectives with a firearm. 


Almost simultaneously, Deputy Gonzalez heard the sound of what he recognized to be multiple 
gunshots. He heard this sound both through the phone on which he was communicating with v/ 
as well as from the general area where he had last seen vÆ anc v, 


Deputy Gonzalez continued to relay the information he was receiving to uniformed patrol 
personnel using the designated radio communication channel. He also drove his vehicle to 
the area where he had last seen V, and v 


As he drove south on Saybrook Avenue from Whittier Boulevard, he saw E anc v SE 
on Saybrook Avenue, south of Whittier Boulevard. He saw Sheriff's Department personnel 
with these two detectives, so he continued driving in an attempt to locate the person(s) 
who had been involved in the apparent assault. He continued searching the area until he 
was relieved by uniformed patrol personnel. 


Deputy Gonzalez directed me to the intersection of East Allston Avenue/Saybrook Avenue, 
which is where he had learned a deputy involved shooting had occurred. I briefly surveyed 
this area.

On the north sidewalk of East Allston Street, immediately west of Saybrook Avenue, I saw a 
bicycle and skateboard. Deputy Gonzalez told me these items had been used as props by V/ 
RO ccs — RO an attempt to maintain their plain clothes persona. On the northern 
portion of East Allston Street, immediately south of the bicycle and skateboard, I saw a 
cluster of several silver colored, expended shell casings. 


On the western portion of Saybrook Avenue, immediately south of East Allston Street, I saw 
a distinctly separate cluster of several gold colored, expended shell casings. Along with 
this cluster of shell casings were several bullet fragments. 


I audio recorded my interview with Deputy Gonzalez. 
“I relayed the information I had obtained to LASD Operation Safe Streets Detective Edward 


Martinez (QM. who had assumed control of the scene and responsibility for the 
investigation related to this incident.
